The format for the Lizzie T Spelling Bee differed 
from the National Spelling Bee that is televised each year 
in that this was a team event.

the Mattapoisett Historical Society and the Mattapoisett 
Museum and Carriage House hosted a "High Tea and 
Historic Gossip" on Sunday afternoon, March 11, as a 
full house, standing-room-only audience was treated to a 
"gam" or conversation between a lady from New Bedford 
and a lady from Mattapoisett. 

Playing the parts of the two gossiping ship cap- 
tain's wives were Lucy Bly of New Bedford and Katherine 
Gaudet of Mattapoisett, with each woman recounting and 
re-spinning local events and gossip from the 1860s. As the 
audience joined the conversation, the Civil War had just 
ended, Abraham Lincoln was still alive and in office and 
New Bedford was dismayed because many of her local 
sons were being sent off to keep the peace in the South 
despite of the fact that the war had been declared over. 

As one sat and listened to the women speak the 
differences and similarities between the past and pres- 
ent came to light. "Oh, that black gold will never replace 
our whale oil!" exclaimed Ms. Gaudet. While later in the 
conversation the two women expressed their shock over 
a murder in New Bedford and their displeasure with 
various local taxes. It would seem that the more things 
change, the more they stay the same. 

Part play and part history lesson, the performance 
was an enjoyable and informative take on the Sunday 
afternoon conversation. The audience learned a short 
history of how the Mattapoisett Congregational Church

arrived at its current location having been both burned to 
the ground and blown away in its previous locations. The 
"new" town of Mattapoisett had ten schools in the mid 
1860s and townspeople had decided to operate them on a 
year round basis because by that time the idea of needing 
children to work the family farm in the summer "was an- 
tiquated/ To put things into greater focus, a local farmer 
had just sold the entire Mattapoisett Neck for the "Outra- 
geous sum of $1,400." 

In the days following the War Between the States, 
a trolley line ran between and helped to connect the 
people of New Bedford, which was considered the big 
city, and Mattapoisett. It was also rather poignant to note 
that the names Barstow and Cannon were attached to liv-

Water Woes 

Towns Struggle With Water and Sewer

Next week could justifiably be dubbed "water 
week" in two of the tri-towns. 

Marion officials will kick things off with a 
planned public hearing to discuss Town Administrator 
Paul Dawson's recent recommendation to the joint Board 
of Water / Sewer Commissioners and Board of Selectmen 
to raise the water/ sewer rates by upwards of 70 percent. 
That public hearing will take place on Tuesday, March 20

While Mr. Dawson admitted the recommended 
adjustments were " substantial/ 7 he also noted that the wa- 
ter rates in the Town of Marion have not been increased 
since 1992. When viewed on an annual basis, the recom- 
mended rate hike averages about 5.5 percent per year. But 
current water / sewer users are going to have to bear the 
burden of a single, significant yearly increase to the tune 
of an estimated $500 for the typical Marion household. 

"It has become clear that we need to raise the 
rates, and when I say raise the rates, Fm talking about 
substantial increases/ 7 Mr. Dawson said during a recent 
Selectmen's meeting. "There is no doubt that we have a 
shortfall in the current fiscal year in both accounts ... and

Among the culprits for the revenue shortfall, ac- 
cording to a memo Mr. Dawson prepared, are the recent 
infrastructure work done to expand water/ sewer ser- 
vice in town; the new one-million-gallon water tank and 
so-called "Village Loop" project; Marion's portion of the 
Mattapoisett River Valley Plant project, estimated to be 
about $110,000 next year; and the town's accrued debt 
service for previously-approved water projects. 

But after reviewing the town's Water and Sewer 
Enterprise Accounts with the Town Accountant, DPW 
Superintendent, and members of the Finance Committee 
(FinCom), Mr. Dawson noted the biggest reason for the 
town's revenue shortfall was erroneous information as to 
predicted water/ sewer usage. 

"As you know, sewer rates are predicated upon 
water consumption," Mr. Dawson wrote in his memo. "As 
the sewer rates have increased, residents have reacted by 
actively conserving water. As they do so, however, the 
resulting decrease in consumption has caused water rev- 
enue to drop by a projected $150,000 in the current fiscal 
year." 

Looking at the Sewer Enterprise Account, Mr. 
Dawson also cited a similar false assumption which 
resulted in a much larger $500,000 deficit for the current 
fiscal year. 

"During the recent sewer expansion, certain as- 
sumptions were made regarding the average consump- 
tion of the expansion customers," Mr. Dawson wrote. 
"These assumptions proved incorrect. These new custom- 
ers, because of the timing of the construction, were not in 
the system for the full year. In addition, their actual con- 
sumption was less than anticipated, resulting in a revenue 
shortfall." 

While the suggested 70 percent hike would mean

a total water /sewer increase of about $504.14 per year for 
a typical Marion household with 2.5 people, those homes 
with four occupants would see a whopping $854 jump in 
their annual bills. 

Some water / sewer users have already pointed 
out the unfairness in assessing them now for past projects 
and the town's failure to make up the shortfall on an an- 
nual basis since 1992. These points are surely to be voiced 
during the March 20 public hearing. 

"It does affect a lot of people and we welcome 
everyone coming in on March 20, " Selectmen Chairman 
Andrew Jeffrey said. 

Likewise, the Mattapoisett Board of Water and 
Sewer Commissioners will be holding a public meeting on

Thursday, March 22 beginning at 7:00 pm in the Confer- 
ence Room of the Mattapoisett Town Hall to discuss their 
Comprehensive Wastewater Management Plan (CWMP) 
that reviews the long-term sewage needs of the commu- 
nity. Like Marion, Mattapoisett is looking toward future 
sewer expansion options and supporting their share of the 
Mattapoisett River Valley Plant. 

The project is being funded through a $154,818 
low-interest loan from the Department of Environmental 
Protection (DEP) and is being conducted by Tighe and 
Bond, Inc. The engineer will be assisted by the board as 
well as by a Citizens Advisory Committee with represen- 
tatives from various boards. 

The public is welcome to attend and learn more 
about the CWMP process, which was started in late 2006, 
and to offer comments / suggestions. 

The Water and Sewer Commissioners completed 
a similar planning study back in 1982 that has been used 
as a guide for the expansion of the municipal sewerage 
system for the last 25 years. The current study will include 
the following tasks: a sewer needs assessment to deter- 
mine areas of the community where sewer extensions 
may be needed; an infiltration/ inflow study to review 
potential drainage leaks into the sewer system; an evalua- 
tion of the mechanical and electrical equipment at the Eel 
Pond sewer pumping station; a review of the future sewer 
capacity needs of the community and initial discussions 
with Fairhaven regarding the possibility of increased sew-

PET PAIN 

My dog has been limping for the past three weeks. He 
will run after squirrels but otherwise limps. He never 
cries and is eating normally. He acts a bit depressed 
except when there are squirrels to chase or we go in 
the car. My brother says that he is in pain but since he 
doesn't cry I disagree. Who is right? 
Your brother. If you sprain your ankle, do you 
cry for a few weeks until it feels better? Dogs and 
cats may cry out when initially injured but after- 
ward will respond just as we do. They will at- 
tempt to keep weight off a painful leg by limping 
and may become subdued in an attempt to con- 
trol their discomfort. If your dog has been limp- 
ing for 3 weeks and is not improving, take him to 
see your veterinarian to find out what is wrong.

To the Editor: 

Over recent years, I've watched from a distance as 
taxpayers in Marion have repeatedly voted down a new police 
station. A recent full court press from those supporting the new 
police station can now be seen on the local cable access channel 
as a tour of their existing facility and its shortcomings. 

It's refreshing to see Marion taxpayers express their 
wishes to keep taxes in check by rejecting this initiative. Aside 
from the mega-million-dollar capital expense, these voters are 
wise to the inevitable increase in operating costs they expect to 
be hit with after the fact. They don't have to look far to see how 
Mattapoisett is closing in on a $1.6 million budget. To believe 
they would not fall victim to same runaway train would be 
naive. 

The time has come for the Selectmen and other town 
officials of Marion, Mattapoisett, and Rochester to explore and 
pursue a more innovative and cost effective course. The region- 
alization of the tri-town police departments is the next logical 
step to delivering unprecedented levels of service to the commu- 
nities they serve, all at a fraction of the cost. 

Little thought is required to compile the stunning list of 
attributes and cost savings that would result from a consolida- 
tion such as this. The current inefficiencies and redundancy of 
their collective operations are costing the taxpayers dearly, as 
can be seen in our escalating tax bills. Why? Two simple reasons: 

First, many of our town leaders, our committees, and 
our department heads lack the capacity to think and visualize 
outside the invisible box of complacency and tradition. This 
inability to conceptualize and find "a better way" is clearly a 
deterrent to a safer, more affordable lifestyle in our towns. 

Secondly, there are those who will insist that regional- 
ization will not work. These are the parties with something to 
lose, mostly big salaries or obsessive control issues.

To the Editor: 

I write to call the attention of your readers to the public 
hearing to be held in Marion on the matter of the very large 
increase being proposed for the water and sewer rates in town. 
The proposed increase is reportedly 70 percent for each rate. The 
public hearing is scheduled for Tuesday, March 20, 2007, at the 
Marion Town House. However, the likely level of interest sug- 
gests a larger venue, so be alert to the possibility that it may be 
moved to the Marion Music Hall. 

The proposed increase was attributed in one news re- 
port to the increase experienced over several years in operation- 
al costs, presumably for water delivery, which increases have not 
been passed on to the users. That begs the question of whether 
those uncovered past costs have been met in past general tax 
rates or are being passed on now. If being passed on now, the 
question of fairness to new users comes up. 

Another stated culprit for unmet past water and sewer 
costs was the infrastructure costs associated with the Village 
(Water Supply) Loop and for the new water tank (at Route 6

These however are capital costs and are 
normally and properly funded by borrowing and debt creation, 
rather than with user fees, as was suggested by the news article. 
The actual explanation should be of interest to all water and 
sewer users. 

(This paragraph presumes that old operational costs 
are being passed on to current and future users and may be thus 
inaccurate, subject to the explanations given at the upcoming 
public hearing. Depending on the explanations, this could be a 
clear injustice for new owners.) Everyone in Marion, or nearly 
so, would and perhaps should be subject to operational cost 
increases for future water use certainly and perhaps for unmet 
costs for past water use. Unmet past operational costs for sewer, 
however, should not be passed onto newly-recruited and newly- 
served sewer users such as those in the Berry Roads, Dexter

300. Starring Gerard Butler and Lena Headey. Directed by Zack 
Snyder. Running time: 117 minutes. MPAA rating: R. 

Outside in the parking lot after 300 was over, I saw a few guys run- 
ning to their car, imaginary swords poised, shouting "Fight for glory!" and 
laughing. That's as appropriate a response as any to 300, an overwrought, 
re wed-up symphony of clanging steel and spurting blood. That may sound 
fun, and in fits and starts it is, mostly in the first half hour. After a while, 
though, its heavy-metal thunder becomes white noise; some of us may wish 
the stalwart Spartans would just die with honor already so we can go home. 
The movie isn't without some humor, but generally it's so grimly full of 
itself it invites derision. You either buy into its warrior-class snobbishness 
or you don't, and if you don't, it's a long sit. 

300 is based on a graphic novel by Frank Miller, the same artist whose 
comics inspired 2005 's Sin City. Miller made his name working on the Mar- 
vel comic Daredevil, and he seems to have worked backwards to Batman, 
then to old pulp fiction, and finally to the battle of Thermopylae, the birth 
of manly heroism, wherein three hundred of Sparta's finest soldiers held 
off the massive Persian army for as long as they could. Miller has a thing 
about machismo, and his graphic novel fetishized the Spartans' toughness, 
bravery, and did I mention toughness? The Spartan men are trained from 
childhood to kill or be killed; the women are allowed to speak, though 
when it counts, even the Queen has to submit to rape in order to be heard 
before the Council. 

Directed by Zack Snyder, who helmed 2003 's uninteresting Dawn 
of the Dead remake and next threatens to adapt Alan Moore's seminal 
comic Watchmen, the movie has been run through God knows how many 
digital filters to achieve a look slavishly identical to Miller's drawings. 
The difference between this dubious achievement and Sin City, a far more 
entertaining comic-to-film transplant, may simply be that 300 strains so 
hard to be cool it keeps blowing its cool, while Sin City was just cool, 
returning Miller's noir- flavored narrative to its source. Again and again in 
300, limbs are lopped off, spears pass through ribcages with no resistance, 
dark red bee- swarms of blood explode from each slash and hack. It's all 
very pretty, but also hermetic and fake. 




The only moment of true beauty comes when Sparta's king Leonidas 
(Gerard Butler) goes to visit the Oracle before battle, and she's doing what 
appears to be an underwater dance on dry land; the visual is pinched from 
Howard Schatz' photography, but one is grateful for its relative quietude. 
Elsewhere, Leonidas and his noisy elite — the few ! the proud! the Spartans ! 
Hoo-ya! — set the movie's tone. When the Spartans aren't destroying every 
Persian they see, Leonidas is either bellowing about destroying Persians 
or having destroyed Persians. Leonidas is a terrific bellower, though you'd 
think one of Zach Snyder's legions of digital artists would' ve whited-out the 
fillings visible in Gerard Butler's bottom molars as he bellows. (Spartans 
are so tough they even fill their own cavities. With the innards of their foes! 
Hoo-ya!) The Spartans are also raving heterosexuals, contemptuous of the 
"boy-lovers" among the other Greeks (as if Spartans were exempt from the 
common homosexuality of the day), while the Persians are ruled by the 
freaky-tranny Xerxes (Rodrigo Santoro), who adds a craven hunchback 
to his collection of fags, disfigured dykes, and other unworthies. 300 goes 
beyond homophobia into homoterror. 

Ah, but nobody appreciates the warrior! He will be betrayed by non- 
combatants at home; he will die on the battlefield in a crucifixion pose, 
nearly 500 years before there was a Crucifixion. I wouldn't say 300 has 
much relevance to current conflicts; Snyder says politics were far from his 
mind as he made the film, and I believe him. He plays toy soldiers heedless 
of anything except the aesthetic, iconic charge. The timing is interesting, 
that's all. 300 isn't exactly pro-war; it's too unconscious for that. It yearns 
for a war worthy of all this totally awesome bad-ass filmmaking technique, 
dude. Hoo-ya.

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"Wind Tunnels" 



Over the span of the last 15 years, I've learned there 
are sources of "official" information about what's hap- 
pening within Marion, Mattapoisett and Rochester ... and 
then there are those "unofficial" sites where "people in the 
know" seem to gather to sound off about tri-town politics. 
These so-called "wind tunnels" are seemingly random 
lightning rods for small-town political junkies who simply 
love to chew over a juicy bit of gossip, rail about the latest 
tax hike or fee increase, or simply catch up on what can't be 
gleaned from (ahem) newspaper or cable-access reports. 

Somewhat akin to the increasingly-popular web log 
("blog") sites that have sprung up on the Internet, it's 
interesting how the old Yankee version actually predated 
the world wide web version by several years. And in that 
same spirit, some of what you hear blowing in these wind 
tunnels should be taken with a grain of salt. Remember, 
not all information — be it verbal or written — is wholly 
reliable. Always consider the source. 

Despite the veracity of the discussion at hand, it's al- 
ways entertaining to pop into one of these establishments 
to hear "what's blowing in the wind" and get a good handle 
on what's really on the minds of residents and taxpayers. 

It should be noted that in all three towns, there are some 
common sites where people naturally congregate which 
can turn into mini wind tunnels in and of themselves: the 
post office, Sunday morning church services, or the local 
Senior Center/Council on Aging are all prime examples. 

But I'd like to focus, instead, on those unique sites 
which have evolved into ersatz political pulpits ... places 
where you'd least expect to find Mr. John Q. Public on his 
proverbial soapbox. 

Already knowing some of the key places in each town, 
I did some double-checking with reliable "tri-town tunnel- 
ers," if you will, and confirmed that these sites remain the 
primary go-to locations for town tattling and government 
gossip: 

• Mattapoisett - In addition to some fine food and 
friendship, you're liable to find more than a few of the local 
regulars at the Seaport Ice Cream and Coffee Shoppe on 
56 The Wanderer March 15, 2007 



Route 6, adjacent to the Mattapoisett Post Office, talking 
up everything from what the Highway Department's been 
repairing to the latest ambulance call on North Street. For- 
merly the Seaport Pharmacy (which was also considered 
a key Mattapoisett "wind tunnel" in its day), the contem- 
porary "Seaport," for short, is clearly one of the town's 
central hubs of information. Want tickets to the latest ORR 
Drama Club production? Go to Seaport. Want to know 
who will be challenging James Huntoon for his seat on 
the Water/Sewer Commission and why? Go to Seaport. 

• Marion - Similar to Seaport in terms of foot traffic 
and the throngs of people clamoring for a good cup of 
coffee, there's clearly one place to go in Marion to get a 
side order of scuttlebutt with your java: Uncle Jon's Coffee 
just off Route 6 behind Christie's. Now in a new, bigger 
location, this establishment has supplanted former wind 
tunnel sites like the Sippican Donut Shop and the Village 
Bakery and Cafe as the current place to gab about "all 
things Marion." I'm sure you'll find people in there this 
week ranting about the proposed 70 percent increase in wa- 
ter/sewer rates ... or questioning whether the forthcoming 
Annual Town Election will officially have a contested race 
for the open Selectman's seat (both incumbent Jonathan 
Henry and former Selectman David Pierce have taken out 
papers as of this writing, but only Mr. Pierce has returned 
them). 

• Rochester - Some may argue it's exclusionary and 
sexist to count a barber shop as the town's hall for hearsay, 
but I know from personal experience that you can't settle 
into the chair at Frank's Barber Shop on New Bedford 
Road without getting your ears lowered and subsequently 
filled with the latest town tidbits. Often this information 
is passed along by none other than Frank himself, a proud 
Rochester resident who clearly cares about his hometown 
and its future. But any one of the half-dozen or so custom- 
ers waiting for their turn in the hot seat will also chime in 
with what they've heard around town, too. Where else can 
you can go to alternately get both a buzz cut and hear the 
latest "buzz" about Rochester? One word: Frank's.
